Examination Leads Coroner te 
Believe Mrs. Jacobs Used 
Paint Mixture. 





HER MIND UNBALANCED 
Business Man’s Wife Had Been 
Under Care of Physicians 
Before Tragedy. 





Dr. ¥. W. Abeken, Coroner’s. phy- 
sician, reported to Deputy Coroner 
Lloyd Thursday afternoon that he had 
found hyd-ocyanic acid in the system ot 
Mrs.\Camille Jacobs, who killed herself 
and her sons—Sam, 18 months old, and 
Edwin, 7 years old---at her home, 4142 
West Pine boulevard Wednesday after: 
noon. 

Ilis investigation showed that this 
poison was the same as that con- 
tained in the two preserving jars found 
in a closet. at tne home. 

After. receiving the reports from Dr 
Abeken, Deputy Coroner Lloyd said 
that apparently the poison was prepared 
hy diluting cyanide of potassium with 
water. 44 

NOTED FOR HER PAINTING. 

Mrs. Jacob was an artist. She was 
noted for the excellence of her paint- 
ings on metal and porcelain. Cyanide 
of potassium is in common use among 
artist for cleaning metal and porce- 
lain plates on which they paint their 
pictures, 

It is suggested that, with her repu- 

tation as a painter, Mrs. Jacobs would 
have had no difficulty in obtaining 
the poisonous chemical which she made 
the medium of child murder and sul- 
cde. 
Dr. H. M. Whelplev, a noted St. 
Louis chemist, said Thuraday that cya- 
uide of potassium would have a. cor- 
rosive effect on the skin and that 
pure, prussic acid would not. Burns 
were found on the lips of Mrs. Ja- 
cobs. Death from this cause is quick 
and practically painless. 

That Mrs. Jacobs made the mixture 
recently for the purpose of using it to 
kill herself and her children is not be- 
lieved by members of her family. Her 
maid servant says that the jars of 
strange-smelling liquid have been in # 
closet for many months and that Mrs 
Jacobs frequently told her never to 
touch them. 

Takes Every Precaution. 
Before taking the lives of her chil- 
dren and committing suicide, Mrs. Ja- 
cobs took every precaution to insure 
privacy and prevent interference. She 
dismissed her negro maid servant for 
the day and locked all of the outer 
doors and fastened down the windows. 
What took place in the house after the 
servant departed can only be conjec- 
tured, No one remained alive to tell. 
After 9 a. m. Mrs. Jacobs and her 
boys were alone in the house. Physi- 
cians called by the police after the bod- 
ies were found said that the mother and 
her children had been! dead at least 
five hours. It was then 7 p. m. 

This would fix the time of the tragedy 
at 2p. m. and would indicate that, sup- 
posing that Mrs. Jacobs had a sinister 
purpose in dismissing her servant, she 
must have hesitated for at least five 
hours before carrying out her purpose 
to die and take her children with her.

became unsound a short time after her 
youngest child was porn and that she 
had at times been extremely nervous, 
with alternating periods of melancholia. 
For several months prior to last June 
she was in St. Luke's Hospital under 
the care of an alienist. Until two weeks 
ago she was constantly attended by 
nurses, but she seemed to have recov- 
ered at that time and her husband, Leo 
Jacobs, manager of the Acme Cement 
Plaster Co., started on a long-deferred

The tragedy was discovered when 
the servant returned home and failed 
to receive an answer to rings at the 
doorbell.

May Have Used Orange.

Hundreds Sought Work. 


In the year ending Sept. 3 the bureau 
received 4230 applications for work from 
men. It filled 3276 of these, or 76 per 


cent. 
Of 282 men who asked for work in 
September, 220 obtained it. Of 22 wom- 
en who asked, 21 were given” positions. 
In October, when the flurry began to 
be felt, of 476 men who applied, only 
208 got work. Of.36 women applicants, 
23 had to be turned away. 
In November 808 men sought employ- 
ment and only 96 got it. For Decem- 
ber and the first half of January the 
reports have not been completed, but 
John 8S. White, superintendent of the 
bureau, says the same ratio prevailed. 
“We have had almost no places to 
fill,’ said he. “If we had had them, 
it is safe to say that the number of 
persons seeking work would have dou- 
bled. News of what we have travels 
very fast among the laboring men. Hun- 
dreds' who did not apply to us heard 
from those who did apply that we had 
nothing.”’ 

No improvement fm State. 
J. C. A. Hiller, State Labor Commis- 
sioner, says that the reports from his 
offices throughout the State show as 


yet no improvement. 

“The condition in St. Louis is typi- 
cal,” said he. “Kansas City is in 
worse condition than St. Louis. St. Jo- 
seph is in better condition. Work was 
found there last month for 125 appli- 
cants. This is due*to municipal con- 


tracts. 
“In the small towns of the State con- 


ditions are about the same as here.”’

Our 
opinion in each case usually coincides 
with the Court’s subsequent views,

stances where our protests have been 
disregarded or our recommendations re- 
fused.’’ 
Paroles Show Increase. 
Prisoners serving sentences for all the 
petty crimes on the statute book, from 


manslaughter to forgery, are being pa- 
roled increasing frequency by the 
judges of the three criminal divisions 
of the Circuit Court and the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

One-fourth of the prisoners commit- 
ted te the Workhouse during 1907 by 
these courts were set at large after 
completing an average of one-third of 
their terms. During 1906 one-fifth of 
those convicted were paroled after 
serving an average of two-fifths of 
thelr sentences. 

During the two years, 148 persons 
guilty of petty larceny were released 
rom the Workhouse; before the ex- 
piration of their sentences, by order 
of the courts which convicted them. 
Thirty-nine men under sentence for as- 
Sault te kill without malice were simi- 
larly turned loose. Paroles for other 
crimes’ were as follows: Common as- 
sault, 16; embezzlement, 11; carrying 
concealed weapons, 10; attempted rape, 
8; manslaughter in the fourth degree, 
7; assault and battery, 7; selling policy, 
20; attempted rohbery, 5; forgery in the 
fourth degree, 5; bigamy, 3; and child 
abandonment, 3. ,

Many who entered Oscar Hammer- 
stein’'s opera house loyal in their fealty 
to Patti and Jenny Lind declared after 
listening to the Tetrazzini that she ex- 
celled the peerless songbirds of other 
days. 

When the doors were closed for lack 
of space the audience was massed from 
the ‘‘A’’ row to the back ‘walis of the 
foyers. It was a triumph for the Tet- 
razzini. And .how did she take it! 

New York was kindly disposed toward 
her from the first. She appeared early 
in the first act, a fair-haired woman, 
slightly inclined to stoutness, but with 
a well-set-up figure. She was attire 
in a modern gown and a smile of con- 
fidence was on her face. There was “ 
faint sound of handclapping, a few sti- 
fled “‘Ohs”’ and then silence. The diva 
advanced rapidly toward the foottlights, 
inclining her head slightly. She evident- 
ly read aright that the faint applause 
which greeted her entree wag not intend 
ed as a measure of the audiegce’s wel- 
come. The ‘house awaited opportunity 
to know what degree of welcome should 
honestly be given. 

Happy as a Child 

Tetrazzini began ,with artistic re- 
straint. Tenderly and with irMesistible 
appeal the notes increased in volume. 
Here and there in the audience sounded 
applause. Sharp protests against in- 
terruption silenced it. At the close of 
the first act the house announced from 
pit to gallery that it was won. Up went 
the curtain and as Tetrazzini appeared a 
bouquet of violets' was thrown to her 
from one of the boxes. The diva did not 
see it, at least she made no sign of rec- 
ognition. She seemingly was testing the. 
sincerity of her welcome. She stood in 
the center of the stage and bowed to 
right and left. Instantly, women stripped 
violets and orchids from their corsages 
and tossed the blooms enthusiastically 
over the footlights.

EQUAL OF ONE OF HER NOTES 
NEVER HEARD BY DE KOVEN 


BY REGINALD DE KOVEN. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—The first thing 
that strikes out about Tetrazzini’s voice 
is its freshness and vitality. How old 
she is I do not know’ or care, for she 
possesses the yeuth and enthusiasm of 
the great art which she shows in the 
use of her great natural gifts. How 
shall one describe or picture a voice! 
And yet I may say of hers that it has 
the crystalline quality of Melba’s, with 
an added warmth and color, which 
gives to it more of emotional expres- 
sion. It is in this power of varied and 
appropriate vocai color in her singing 
that Tetrazzini's distinctive qualities as 
an artist most appear. 

She does, Inaeed, “convey the dram- 
atic feeling of scenes, situations and 
emotions by her intonation or the way 
she turns a phrase. She sings wholly 
naturally and without effort; her voice 
is under perfect control to do what she 
pleases with; her mezzo voice is de- 
lightful and her fioriture runs, trills 
and the like as facile and unconstrained 
as if she were a urd.

ON THE ROAD TO SIBERIA. 
In the United States, where a beneficent sys- 


tem of local self-government was long ag0 ©8- 
tablished, the complaint is that home rule means 
no rule, and relief is sought at the seat of Federal 
power. 

In Russia, where there is a well-developed sys- 
tem of self-government in the villages, the com- 
plaint is that the central authority invades the 
rights of the people and sets at.naught buman- 
ity and justice in the enforcement of its de- 
crees. 

In America the rapidly augmentity 
the nation is everywhere either defended or ig- 
nored. Such as do not wholly approve of it have 
nothing to say. The centralizing tendency is 
supported by men who would wipe out the states 
and it finds favor also with men who pretend 
to uphold the states. There is vigor and there 
is aggression at Washington. There is inertia 
and there is indifference in the states. 

In the great empire of the Old World the 
ravening power of the throne and the bureau- 
cracy is resisted by men who value such liber- 
ties as they enjoy and who, left to themselves, 
would perform all-their public duties most zeal- 
ously. The democrats of Russia are not op- 
presged because they have neglected to employ 
every measure of freedom that they possess. They 
are dragoonéd because they have insisted upon 
this very thing in the teeth of the agents of the 
Czar at St. Petersburg. _ oe 
On the tragic road to Siberia, traversed daily by 
hundreds and sometimes by thousands of wretch- 
ed exiles; cruelties unspeakable are practiced in 
the,name of a power that is remote and almost 
inaccessible to most Russians. Beaten withthe 
knout, ithe clubbed rifle, the revolver and the fist; 
frungry, half frozen and in rags; with no protec- 
tion of law and with no appeal, these self-gov- 
erning Russians go painfully to their years of 
convict labor for deeds which in other lands are 
made the themes of patriotfe gong and story.

Are we throwing away as—valueless rights 
and privileges which the Russians have striven 
for in vain? Are we holding lightly or perhaps 
in contempt constitutional guaranties which by 
sufferings indescribable and by deaths that come

This is not Russia, and it is not likely to be, 
but we may observe in that unhappy land at 
its worst the wystem that our forefathers out- 
grew and safeguarded us against. There is no 
barbaric outrage in Muscovy today that is not 
inherent in irresponsible and centralized power. 
There is no better or surer way to prevent even 
pan approach to such conditions than to pre- 
serve in all their vitality every right of self- 
government and-home rule that we now enjoy. 

Every argument favoring the assumption at 
Washington ‘of the responsibilities belonging te 
the people themselves is based either upon false- 
hood or upon sheer insolence. There are always 
men at hand even in a republic who will govern 
a people who refuse to govern themselves. We 
shall find our upstart monarchs at Washington 


+if we make way for them as gurely as the Rus- 


sians find their pale-faced Czars and cut-throat. 
Grand Dukes at St. Petersburg. 

‘There was a time in this country when the 
enforcement of laudable national laws by Federal 
agencies in self-governing communities inflamed 
the people to the point of violence..

In 
a half n instances charred bodies of 
victims of the fire have been claimed by 
two or more peusons. In an effort to 
prevent complications Coroner Strausser 
last night gave orders that no bodies 
should be taken from the temporary 
morgue without his permission. 

A grief-stricken people, with nerves 
wrought to the highest tension, revolted, 
and serious trouble was threatened unti! 
Burgess Kohler effected a compromise 
which permitted that bodies that have 
been identified positively by a single 
family be tuken away. 

With the list of dead now numbering 
173 bedies, not including a sack of 
charred bones and skulls beyond al! 
hope of count or identification, less than 
One-third of the victims have been iden- 
tified, and the probabilities are that at 
least half of the dead will] fill unidenti- 
fied graves. 

The work of digging sraves and pre- 
paring the dead for bi ‘ial was pushed 
rapidly from dawn today. The slowness 
with which the identification of bodies 
fs being made has resulted in the re- 
scinding of Burugess Kohler’s first order 
that all dead must be buried by Friday 
and the time limit has been extended to 

_Monday. On that day all unidentified 
bodies will be interred in a special lot 
at.the Union Cemetery, and, after the 
orphaned children have been cared for, 
@ day will be decided on for a general 
memorial service in memory of the un- 
identified dead. 

Following an order from the State 
Board of Education, Coroner Strausser 
is today removing all bodies from the 
High School assembly room to tempo- 
rary morgues in business houses. 

This morning the Deputy Coroner had 
fgsued 60 death certificates, indicating 
that that numberof bodies had been 
identified. Most of the burials wil] be 
made without funeral services, owing to
